The Wichita Eagle is eminently sound in its
remarks upon the relations of Gov, 8t Jobn to
the Repoblican party. Republicans do ot waut
auy but a tempersnce mau for Governor, bat
tbe party cannot and will uot shoulder any
man's isms or fanaticisms. Heligivns, moral
nud suniptuary questions are altogetbher out of
itn line, for any political party that attempts to
adopt any such issnvs, breaks itself into pieces.
Gov. 8t Jobn aud bis apolugists may insist to
their stmost that probibitios s vot a party is
woe, aud that they do pot inteud to make it 80 ;
but the action of St. Jobn bas rendered it abso
lutely impossible for the Republican party uot
to accept and adopt the temperance issue, anless
it throws bhim everbuaid, in ap oficial capanity.
He has forced the question upon the party, aud
the party is reduced to the alteruative of accept-
ing it or rejecting iim. When Le aod his frieads
intimate that the opposition to him arises on
acconnt of his being a temperance man, they
willfally misstate the fact. Bat they do object
to his sbonldering the temperance canse, as Gov-
eruor, and compelling the party to pack that
hobby, by re-vominating him. Gov. 8t. John
commeuced his temperance bobby before he was
elected. A probibitory law was one of his first
official recommendations. He bas done little
else, sifice he has been in office, but carryon
temperance crusade. Ho bas done nothing to
attract public atteation, exocept in the] churacler
of a monomaniac upon the subject of tompor-
ance. He is presching it now. He depends up-
on that elemont for a re-nomination. He asks
the Republicans to elect bim to office, but de-
mands that they take him on a chip, or, in other
words, that they take him as be stands oo the
platform of the I'rohibition party, whose nomi-
nation be rejected. [He has brought it tosuch s
pass, that the Republican party eannot endorse
him without endorsing his temperance theories.
If they re-nomiuate him, they fasten that issue
npon the party, and it most be fought out by
the party, asa party question. [ nominated, he
could probably bo elected, by a grea tly reduced
majority ; but his nominstion would be fatal to
the Republican ticketl in a majority of the most
importeat Counties in the State. Such & head
to the ticket, would be absolutely ruicous in
many Counties. The Republicans of those
C'ounties are not disposed to sacrifice their local
tickets, in order to gratify any man, or to pull
Gov. Bt. Johu through upon & hobby t hat he has
persistently thrust upoun the party. If barmouy
is to prevail in the patrty in Kansas, in the ensn-
ing emnpaign, St. John “mast go.”

Kansas has plenty of better men for Governor
than St John, [e is a man of little force, and
loas presence.

In 1796, John Adams, 3 New Eagland |
man, beat Thomas Jefforson, a Virgician, In
1500, Jefferson was elected, his chief opponent
being Aaron Burr, of New York, ietween whom
there was @ tie, and a protracted stroggle. In
1804, Jefferson beat Charles Coatesworth Pinck- |
vey, of South Carolina. In 1403, James Madison |
beat Pickney, and George Clintou, of New York.
In 1512, Madison beat De Witt Clintou, of New
York. I%16, Jumes Mouroe best Rufus King, of
New York. In 183, Monroe had no opposition.
In 1924, John Quiney Adams, of New Eugland,
beat Jackson, Clay aod Crawford. In 1823,
Jucksou heat Adams, who was the oanly New
Eugland man ever bLeaten for the Presidency,
and then it was for a second term. In 1532
Jackson beat Clay, both Southern men. In 1836,
Martin Vau Buren, of New York, beat Harrisou,
anidl was the only Now Yorker ever alected Pres-
idont. In 1540, Williamn Henry Harris on beat
Van Baren, In 15844, James K. Polk beat Heary
Clay, both Boutherners. Iu 13489, Zachary Tay-
lor, of Lowisiana, beat Lowis Cass, of Michigan.
In 1552, Franklin Pierce, of New Eogland, beat
Gen. Scott, of New Jersey. [n 1556, James Buc-
hanan, of Penunylvania, beat Joho €. Fremout,
of California. In 1560, Abraliam Lineoln beat
Stepben A. Donglas, both of INineis. In 1554,
Lincoln beat Goorge B. MeClellan, of New Jer-
sey. In 1864, 1. 8. Grant beat Horatio Seymonr, of
New York., In 1572, Gruut best Horave Groeley,
of New York. In 1576, R. B. Hayes beat Samuael
J. Tilden, of New York.

Afler be has been subsidized into locating, be
will fasten himsell li ke a leech uwpon the com-
manity, never coasing his demands for farther
favors, enforcing them by o standing threat to
leave, like this Atchison concern did. It will
be a bappy day for Kansas, when her people
